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TUMBLING WALLS 
TAKE FOUR LIVES 


Two Firemen and Two Boys Were Caught 
in the Death Trap. 


TWO OTHER FIREMEN HURT 


Flames Originated in a Five Story Fur- 
niture Establishment. 


BUILDING WAS ENTIRELY DESTROYED. 


Guests at Supper Table Crowd from 
the Hotel in the Greatest 
Excitement.

Pittsburg, August 
caused the death of two firemen, 
of two boys, the loss of $165,000 
property, injury to two firemen 
ated a panic in the Seventh Avenue hotel. 

At 11 o’clock, after the fire had been 
subdued amd the firemen were coupling up 
their hose, the wall .of the Edmundson 
& Perrine building fell, burying under the 
debris two firemen, Zeke Glover and Harry 
Holt. 

Two boys; who were watching the fire- 
men work, are also supposed to be under 
the tallen walls. A large force of men 
were put to work at once to get the vic- 
tims out. As the wall was three stories 
hizh, the progress of the rescuers was 
slow. 

At 11:50 o'clock Holt’s dead body was re- 
and soon afterwards Glover’s was 
reached. Both men were married and 
lived io Lawrenceville. 

The hunt is still going on for the bodies 
of the two boys. 

About 6:30 o’clock flames were discovered 
in the five-story building occupied by fia- 
munson & Perrine’s furniture establish- 
ment and gained such rapid headway that 
the building was a mass of flames before 
the engines reached the scene. 

In a very short time the building was en- 
tirely deQroyed. The fire originated from 
the expfosion of a gas engine in the cellar. 
The building is “T’ shave, running back 
from its Smithfield front to a_ ten-foot 
alley in the rear, separating it from the 
Seventh Avenue hotel. The guests of the 
hotel, numbering 150, were nearly al! 
supper at the time the flames were seen 
pouring from the rear windows of Edmund- 
son & Perrine’s building. 

A,grand rush was made for the exit. No 
one was hurt, but the excitement ran high 
for a time and the hallways were soon 
filled with trunks and biggage of the 
guests, who were endeavoring to save them- 
selves and belongings.: The fire burned the 
kitchen and part of the dining room of the 
hotel. but was extinguished before reach- 
ing the sleeping apartments, and all the 
guests returned to the house after the fire. 

A portion of the rear wail of the furni- 
ture store fell into the alley, eatching two 
firemen, one of whom, John Neelan, Was 

badly but not seriously hurt. Several ad- 
joining buildings were slamaged by water, 
the aggregate loss amounting to about 
$5,000.

No Reference Whatever Is Made in the 
Platform to Money. 


SENATOR THURSTON MAKES A SPEECH 


Judge Post Is Named for Associate 
Justice and Two Men Uni- 
Meaty Regents. 


Lincoln, Neb., August 26.—Nebraska re- 
publicans made a record for industry and 
harmony today in their state convention. 
The session began shortly before 3 o'clock 
this afternoon and work was completed be- 
fore 6 o'clock. The nomination of Hon. A. 
M. Post, of Platte county, as associate jus- 
tice of the supreme court was a foregone 
conclusion an hour before the convention 
met. While some opposition was manifested 
during the morning hours, it melted away 
before the constant increasing additions to 
the Post ranks. 

There was but minor interest In state 
university regents, and the canvass for 
those positions was at no time exciting. 
The absence of any reference to the money 
question in the platform caused some sur- 
prise, and was explained by one member 
of the committee on resolutions in the 
statement that “the silver quest:on is a 
dead issue and needs no burial at the hands 
of Nebraska republicans.”’ | 

Aside from the hearty applause which 
greeted the different speakers, there were 
no exciting incidents, the oniy thing ap- 
proaching a sensation being the announce- 
ment of Senator John M. Thurston in his 
address to the convention that he would 
not a gain be a candidate for the senate. 
When the convention was called to order 
Hon. Norris Brown, of Kearney, was made 
temporary chairman,

Theré were loud calls for Senator Thurs- 
ton while awaiting the report of the com- 
mittee on resolutions, and the senator re- 
sponded in an extended speech, saying in 
part: 

“T shall not be a candidate for re-election, 
but I do not intend to retire from politics. 


Let there be no mistake about that. When- 
ever there is a battle for the republican 
party I am enlisted for the war. It has 


never been necessary for the republican 
party to have any particular man in office. 
I am satisfied it will be victorious this fall, 
next vear and for many years to come, but 
I do not like public life in Washington. I 
do like home life in Nebraska. It is my am- 
bition to live In this state a private citizen, 
a loyal republican.’’ 

Senator Thurston discussed national is- 
sues, and was especially severe. in -his de- 
nunciation of the free-silver propaganda, 


It 
congratulates President McKinley on his 
successful administration, indorses the new 
tariff law and haus with joy the return of 
business confidence and financial health. It 
expresses abhorrence of the crimes commit-’ 
ted by defaulting ex-state officials and crit- 
icises Governor Holcomb* for alleged neg- 
lect in allowing such crimes.

Enter Encampment. 


F Buffalo, N. Y., — 26.—The president 


»0f the United States was refused admis- 


“Peon vs the Grand Savy camp this morn- 


Ing, although he had come at the special 
invitation of the veterans and everything 
Was in readiness to receive him. 

The incident proved one of great mortifi- 
cation to the Grand Army leaders and ex- 
cited indignation among the members of 
the local committee. 

To the president at first it- was a trifle 
annoyance, but a few minutes after the 
episode he was having a hearty laugh 
over it and excusing the official who re- 
fused him entry by saying that the man 
Was perfectly right to obey orders no 
matter who demanded admission. 

The reason for the refusal was that the 
sentry had been ordered to admit no car- 
riage to the camp. 

Later the president visited Cayuga 
isiand, the site of the Pan-American ex- 
position, and with a mallet on which his 
name was inscribed, drove a stake in a 
grass plot in the center of the island. 

Returning from the island the president 
lunched with Frank Baird, and then with 
Mrs. McKinley, General and Mrs: Alger, 
Mjss Alger and Mr. Fred Alger boarded

United States District Attorney Causes 
Wholesale Arrests. 


NO EVIDENCE WAS PRODUCED 


Captain, Engineer and Men of Suspect- 
ed Vessel Are Tried. 


COMMISSIONER COULD NOT HOLD THEM 


Attorney General Instructs Mr. Ma- 
rion Erwin To Proceed Against 
Alleged Filibuster.

Savannah, Ga., August 26.—(Special.)— 
J. W. Floyd, master, and every member 
of the crew of the noted filibuster tug 
Dauntless were placed under arrest today 
upon a Warrant sworn out before United 
States Commissioner J. F. Lewis by Unit- 
ed States Attorney Marion Erwin. 

Mr. Erwin proceeded upon @hstructions 
and information received from the attor- 
ney general to the effect that the Dauntless 
was suspected of being, about to cngage 
in another filibustering expedition to Cuba 
and that it was expected she would meet 
the schooner D. A. Briggs southeast of 
Hatteras. 

The letter instructed Mr. Erwin io take 
such action as occasion might require. 
An affidavit that the captain and members 
ot the crew were abeut to commit a 
breach of the peace for which they should 
be put under bond was the only way of 
getting at the matter. 

Captain Floyd, Chief Engineer W. FE. 
Masters and seven members of the crew— 
the Dauntless carries a-double crew—were 
arrested and brought before the commis- 
sioner this afternoon. They were repre- 
sented by Hon. Walter G. Charltcr. 

The district attorney produced evidence 
to show that the Dauntless had Leen en- 
gaged in business at several ports, but 
there was no positive evidence that the 
Dauntless had any other intentions than 
those of engaging in commercial tusiness 
right here in port for the Bristol Towboat 
Company, or that the members of the 
crew expected to do anything clse. 

Some hearsay evidence was presented re- 
lating .to information upon which was 
based the suspicion that the Dauntless 
might violate the law, but it was not con- 
sidered by the commissioner, who releas- 
ed the men. 

Since being here the Dauntless has been 
at the bar looking for vessels and has 
already brought one in. 

No evidence of an intention to do any- 
thing else could be obtained and the men 
could not be held. 


TOWERS ON STREET CORNERS. 


The City of Chicago Is To Have Lit- 
tle Time Pieces. 
From The Chicago Chronicle. 
. Chicago street corners are to be made 
object? of usefulness and beauty by hand- 
some tower clocks, supplied with the offi- 
cial barometer, thermometer and forecast, 
if the plans of the United States Time and 
Weather Service Company and Postal 
Telegraph Company are carried out. 
Promoters of the system are ready to 
order the manufacture of 10 of the tow- 
ers, With their complement, and have them 
located at conven- 
jent intervals.” The 
scheme is thorough- 
ly American and has 
~ been tried with 
marked success in 
several of the 
smaller towns of 
the state. Neither 
af the companies 
interested expects 
any difficulty in se- 
curing the permits, 
owing to the ad- 
vantage to be gain- 
‘ed by residents, and 
just as soon as the 
grant is allowed 
work will be push- 
ed to have the tow- 
ers in place by next 
spring. 
The structure 
containing the time 
and weather indi- 


The Corner Clock. 
cations Will be sixteen feet high. It will 
be made of cast iron, of ornamental de- 
sign. The top will be surmounted by a 
weather vane, showing the points of | the 
compass, and a time pall. This will arop 
precisely at noon, when the correct time 
will be checked. The clock has a dial six- 
teen inches in diaméter and can be dis- 
tinguished at a considerable distance. An 
advertising feature is part of the plan. 

In the four corners of the strueture 
space will be reserved for barometers and 
thermometers, which wil! be first tested 
for accuracy by the United States weather 
bureau. Telegrapuic instruments will be 
placed in a space 18x7 inches for the official 
forecast, which will be. forwarded from 
Washington at 9 a. m. 

Over 100 eclocks will be in use before 
January ist throughout the western states. 

In the smaller towns permission has been 
granted to place the towers in the center 
of the intersections of streets. Here they 
are surrounded by a railing and can be 
seen from all parts of business atten. It 
is intended to have the majority of: the 100 
clocks placed down town in Chicago, but 
at least one-third of the total will be re- 
served for residence’ sections of the city. 
The parks will each receive a grant of 
one, and these will be located, if the plans 
of the. companies are carried out, on a 
mound, so as to be seen from a distance. 

Though the United States Time and 
Weather Service Company was _§incor- 
porated some time ago, it has been carry- 
ing on its work secretly. 

The timepieces will be synchronized by 
the Postal Telegraph Company, so that 
one may be certain that he is being gup- 
plied with U nited States observatory time.

COUNTIES GET NO 


CONVICT MONEY 


Continued from First Page 


to the original ordinance the expression 
“public works" is emphasized. 
Three Classes of Convicts. 

There is no provision anywhere for the 
leasing of these convicts to private indi- 
viduals and in all subsequent publications 
it should be remembered that there are 
three classes of convicts in Georgia, di- 
vided as follows: 

First. The felony naaitiohi sentenced to 
the penitentiary and confined under the 
state lease system, and regularly inspected 
by the state penitentiary department. 

Second. Misdemeanor or county convicts, 
actually employed on public works by 
either the county in which they were sen- 
tenced or a county to which they were 
leased, but subject to no state inspection, 
and under the control of no state official. 

Third. Misdemeanor or county convicts, 
leased by county authorities to private in- 
dividuals in direct violation of the law, and 
subject to po inspection or state control 
Of any sort. 

The first class of convicts named above 
were leased for a term of twenty years by 
direction of the state legislature to three 
convict companies, the one employing 230 
convicts, and each of the others employ- 
ing half of the remainder. The total con- 
victs in the state penitentiary when the 
last census was taken was 2,341, and all of 
these are under the direct supervision and 
inspection of Judge Joseph 8. Turner, prin- 
cipal keeper of the penitentiary. 

Of all the other convicts in the state— 
the county misdemeanor convicts—neither 
Judge Turner nor anybody else has any su- 
pervision. They are sentenced by the 
county court to the county chaingang, and 
one of two things is done with them as 
soon as their conviction is. pronounced. 
If they are either worked upon the county 
roads of the county in which they were 
convicted, or leased to another county for 
employment upon public works, their dis- 
pasition is legal and they come under the 
head of the convicts named above as of the 
second class. 

If, on the contrary, the county in which 
they are convicted has a contract with 
some private individual or corporation 
whereby it agrees to turn over all its con- 
victed prisoners to them, they come under 
the head of the third class, and are the 
sort of convicts which the supreme court 
says can be turned loose whenever they 
have money enough to pay a lawyer for 
bringing habeas corpus proceedings. Of the 
county misdemeanor convicts actually and 
legally employed on public works and in- 
cluded in the second class, 1,167 were in- 
spected by Colonel Byrd. Of the third 
class convicts who are illegally confined, 
603 were inspected by. Colonel Byrd and 
many others are yet to be inspected. 

This 608 was made up of twenty-four 
chaingangs, operated by private individ- 
uals and contained one white female, twen- 
ty-seven white males, twenty colored fe- 

males and 530 colored males. These fig- 
ures refer to convicts over sixteen years 
of age. There were fully one hundred con- 
victs employed in private camps who were 
under that age. It was to the third class 
of convicts, as designated above, that Colo- 
nel Eyrd’s report referred, and it is the 
first class of convicts, whose term of ser- 
vice under the twenty year lease expires on 
the 1st of April, 1899, and for the taking 
care of whom Judge Turner’s report to the 
legislature was recently prepared and 
published, that must be provided for dur- 
ing the next few months. 

County Gets Nothing. 

It is necessary to tell all this in order 
to straighten out many good people and 
a few fool newspapers who have got the 
penitegtiary system and the private mis- 
demeanor convict camps confused ‘n their 
minds. Having touched bottom on “the 
subject, however, it is only necessary 
to quote a few figures in order to 
sustain the proposition quoted in the 
beginning that the counties leasing 


‘the misdemeanor convicts to private indi- 


Viduals get no financial returns for the 
disgrace and the dishonor which are heap- 
ed upon them because they are parties to 
such unholy dealings. 

Accerding to Colonel Byrd's rcport, as. 
well as to the figures submitted by all 
the-county authorities concerned, the av- 
erage’ price per month paid by private con- 
tractors. for an able-bodied convict is $4. 
This is what Fulton county pays for the 
men worked on its public roads. White 
men, invalids and women bring only §$2 
a month, but for the sake of fairness, the 
average price may be fixed at $4. The 
furthest limit of confinement of atmisde- 
meamor convict is twelve monihs, and it is 
fair to assume that the average Jenugth 
of service would be six months. TI nis be- 
ing the case, the average price ner con- 
vict paid by private contractors would 
be $4 per month for six mon‘hs, or $24. 

Of this $24 the county does not ,yet one 
solitary cent. The solicitor geicra!l gets 
$10.50.in ordinary cases and $°0.30 if the 
conviction is for gambling, riot, eiec. The 
clerk of the court gets $6, the sheriff gets 
$2 for making the arrest, $1 if he executes 
a bond and $1.25 for attending court. Us- 
ually the case first comes up before a 
justice of the peace, and in such an event 
the justice and bailiff come in 
for fees, If any witnesses are 
called they are paid fees, and there are 
numerous other soufces to which money 
collected for misdemeanor convictions may 
legally be contributed, 

Where the Money Goes. 

At the lowest figure, therefore, ‘le con- 
viction of the misdemeanor convict will 
cost on an average of $30, every cent of 
which goes to pay the court clique which 
him, while the price received 
for the sale of his body to the private 
contractors will not average more than 
$24. It should be borne in mind chat, not a 
nickel of this $24 goes into the county 
treasury until all the court fees are paid, 
and in this connection it is necessary to 
make reminder of the fact that~there fs 
such @ thing as an insolvent fund in_-all 
the county courts. This fund is made up 
of all the fees which remain uncollected 
from the conviction of felons and their 
sentence to the state penitentiary. In oth- 
er words, if a few dollars should be left 
over from the hire of the misdemeanor 
convict after he had paid for his own con- 
viction, those dollars would ¢oO to the 
county officers who had been unable to 
callect fees for the conviction of criminals 
of the higher grade. 

And the cvunty. treasury would never 
even get a chance to smell of the cash! 

The facts herein quoted were snbmitted 
yesterday to the county commissioners of 
Fulton county and many prominent At- 
lanta attorneys. They were verified a 
score of times and discussed from many 
standpoints. They will come up fcr fur- 
ther discussion before the state corven- 
tion of county commissioners, t9 be held 
in this city on September J6th, as well as 
before the next session of the legislature 
when it meets in October. And jin the 
meantime they will open the eyes of some 
of the foolish county officials who fave 
been indulging in the belief that the coun- 
ty treasury was getting something cut of 
the misdemeanor convict leases.

W’LAURIN DEFENDS 
HIS TARIFF VOTE 


— 


South Carolina Senator Issues an Address 
to the People. 


ARGUMENT FOR HIS. ACTION 


Dingley Bill Was Bound To Pass and 
Become a Law. 


THE SOUTH SHOULB HAVE SOME BENEFITS 


Therefore He Voted To Include South- 
ern Products on the Dutiable 
List. 


Ss. c., August 26.—(Special.)— 
Senator McLaurin tonight, being unable to 
leave his home before the close of the 
cempaign, has issued an address to the peo- 
ple. It is mainly in defense of his votes on 
the tariff bill. He first reiterates the de- 
claration that he is opposed to protection 
on principle. 

“I stand squarely upon the tariff plank 
of the Chicago platform and my votes were 
given in defense of the people whom I rep- 
resent, and to compe! the repubhicam party 
to place the south upon an equal footing 
with the balance of the country. We were 
convened last March in extraordinary ses- 
sion’ and the republicans presented us with 
the most: unfair and sectional tariff bill 
ever framed. It had free binding twine for 
the northern farmer and taxed cotton ties 
and jute bagging for the southern planter. 
The northern products—wheat, corn, barley 
and rye—were protected and cotton left 
to shift for itself; a trust in northern rail- 
road ties and white pine at the expense 
of southern pine and tie timber 

“The classifications in the rice schedule 
were so arranged as to place high duties 
upon the rice used for food, while the 
grades used in manufacturing beer were 
admitted almost duty free. In manufactur- 
ed products, certain grades manufactured 
in the south were discriminated against. 
Every practical man re»lized from the be- 
ginning that sooner or later the Dingley 
bill would become a law. It was simply a 
question of better or worse. Whatever 
might be one’s opinion on the subject of 
protecticn, here we were in extra session 
considering, not a democratic revenue bill, 
but a republican measure, whose avowed 
object was protection. 

‘‘It seems to me under such circumstances 
the first duty of a representative is to op- 
pose the passage of such a bill, but in the 
committee and elsewhere—by offering 
amendments and otherwise—to secure, as 
far as possible, fair play and justice for 
the industries of the section which he rep- 
represents. If he fails to do this, does not 
he abandon to those believing in protection 
all the benefits which arise from the im- 
position of tariff duties? Does he not fail 
to compensate neglected interests for the 
burden cast upon them by the policy of 
protection? With $500,000,000 to raise annu- 
ally by customs duties, how can you de- 
stroy protection except by equalizing bur- 
dens and benefits? It is idle to talk of a 
direct tax. Such an idea lives only 
in the minds of cranks and socialists. The 
essence of protection Hes in the tribute 
that one class is permitted to levy upon 
another, and the moment that equality ex- 
ists, protection is gone. It was in line 
with this thought that Senators Cannon 
and ‘Tillman advocated an export bounty on 
wheat and cotton to equalize the burdens 
and benefits of the protective system. 

“Tl have no harsh criticism for my col- 
leagues in the house or senate who dif- 
fered from me. I acted after careful 
thought, according. to the’ dictates of my 
judgment, and I give it as my deliberate 
opinion that had all those who were op- 
posed to the Dingley bill fought it out as 
intelligently and as persistently on the 
lines indicated, instead of repeating 
hackneyed old speeches that have 
made biennally for the last fifty years, 
Dingley bill would have been. defeated, 
a full measure of justice secured. 

“Actuated by love for my section, 
a full knowledge of the struggles and 
als since ‘the war, of the noble men and 
women who by honest efforts have tried 
to repair her broken fortunes and restore 
the south to her proper status in the cOm- 
mercial world, I simply stood up and de- 
manded for my people a full share in all 
the benefits that should accrue from na- 
tional legislation. Had I the power to 
frame a tariff bill, it should be simply to 
raise sufficient money to pay the expenses 
of the government, and the burdens shoula 
be placed as equally as possible upon ali 
the people of all the sections, 

“A few years ago a political cyclone 
struck our state. It had to come in the 
very nature of things, but its main pur- 
pose has been accompzished, and there 
is no need or excuse for factional! feeling 
in South Carolina. The time has come 
when, instead of making ourselves noted 
abroad for the bitterness of our factional 
fights, the progress and development of 
our international resources should adver- 
tise us to the world as the land of ‘peace 
and plenty.’ ”’

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GAFFORD WARNED 
LLOYD TO GO ARMED 


Murdered Man’s Unused Pistol Found 
by the Dead Body. 


EVIDENCES OF A STRUGGLE 


Slayer Has Killed Several Men and 
Served a Term for Murder. 


NEWSPAPER MAN FEAREB ASSASSINATION 


Dead Man’s Atténtions to His Assas- 
sin’s Sister May Have Been 
Cause of the Trouble. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 26.—(Special.) 
The cause and details of the murder of 
Bartow Lloyd are still shroudéd in mystery. 
That John Gafford fired the shotgun, the 
load from which produced the writer’s 
death, is a fact, but whether LCioyd was 
given an opportunity to defend himself or 
whether the shot was fired from ambush 
has not been established. 

Lioyd@’s unused pistol was found in the 
road beside his dead body, but the ground 
about the body appeared to lend evidence 
to the idea that a struggle had taken place 
before the fatal shot was fired. 

It has been established that Gafford had 
notified Lloyd he would kill him the next 
time they met. The slayer and the newspa- 
per man had been raised on adjoining 
farms and had been friends since boyhood. 

Gafford has lived a fast and eventful life, 
having killed several men and having 
served a term in the Arkansas penitentiary 
for murder. He comes of good Butler 
county stock and is a well-bred man, being 
closely related to some of the best families 
in Birmingham, Whisky hag been his en- 
emy in life. 

Lloyd was a married man with three chil- 
dren, but Gafford imagined he ha@ been too 
attentive to the latter’s widowed sister, it 
is stated. Lloyd evidently feared the man, 
as he stated to a friend here a few weeks 
ago that if he was ever assassinated Gaf- 
ford would be his murderer. 

A few days ago Gafford met him itn Green- 
ville and told him to prepare to fight. Lloyd 
replied that he was not armed, whereupon 
Gafford enjoined upon him to go armed 
hereafter, as he would endeavor to kill him 
the next time they met. The tragedy on 
the dirt road three «miles from Greenville 
was the next chapter. 

The coroner’s jury today found a verdict 
charging Gafford with Lloyd’s murder. 
Posses with bloodhouna@s have searched all 
day for the slayer, At 10:30 tonight all 
have returned from the exciting chase ex- 
cépt the sheriff and his son. Rumor has it 
that Gafford is im hiding near Greenville 
and will surrender himself to the sheriff 
before morning on condition that he will 
be protected from the mob. 

Another Version of It. 

Gafford was in Birmingham about three 
months ago. He has relatives here who 
stand high socially and otherwise. He was 
arrested here on a minor charge and was 
in the police court. It is Stated that while 
here tre stated that Lloyd Secured a posi- 
tion for his (Gafford’s) sister for a com mit- 
tee of the legislature during the last ses- 
sion. While occupying that position Lloyd, 
so he alfarged, insulted her. This was re- 
ported to Gafford and before leaving here 
he is alleged to have said he would kill 
Lioyd. 

One of Gafford’s relatives states that Gaf- 
ford had a good education but drank whis- 
ky to excess.

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The Cotton Crop. 

Unless present indications fail, the cot- 
ton crop which is now maturing in the 
south, will closely approximate 10,000,- 
000 bales. 

Mr. H. R. Neill. one of the leading 
statisticians of the country on the sub- 
ject of cotton, is authority for this state- 
ment. In i894 Mr. Neill made a fore- 
cast of that year’s cotton crop which 
clcsely approximated the actual figures 
and since that time his estimates have 
been relied upon to a very great extent 
by the cotton dealers. 

In a circular, bearing upon this year's 
cotton crop, issued within the last few 
days, Mr. Neill says: 

At this moment the promise is equal to 
any previous year in every state but Texas, 
and on the present acreage, even allowing 
that Texes should fall short of hef maxi- 
Mum production by 1.000,000, the outlook 
mow is for a «rop of at least $,759,000, with 
600,000 to 1,000,000 more within the ranee of 
possibilities. This figure of 9,750,000 is really 
very conservat'Ve, for a product per 
outside of Texas equal to 1894-95 would give 
7,330,000 bales and a maximum for Texas 
would be 3.950.000 bales, from which, allow- 
Jing 1,000,000 off, you would have a crop of 
(10,300,000 bales. 

The crop is now so far advanced from re- 
cent rains and heat that it will reach ma- 
turity and be independent of frost at an 
unusually early date, and should we soon 
have good rains in Texas, her crop 
would be near perfection, and the possibili- 
‘ties for the total crop would then be some- 
thing enormous. 

In view of tne prospective size of this 
year’s cotton crop our farmers should 
not commit fhe — of holding on 
to their cotton in the hope that better 
prices will be offered later in the season. 
Instead of rising, prices may decline 
as the season advances; and, in that 
event, serious loss will be entailed upon 
all who have not disposed of their vot- 
ton early in the season. Our farmers 
should bear this in mind and carry their 
‘cotton to market as soon as they can get 
it ready. In this way they will not 
only avoid possible loss later on, but 
materially aid in bringing about better 
conditions in the south. 
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Reform It Altogether. 

When the history of our convict lease 
system is written it will prove to be 
the blackest chapter in the history of 
Georgia. It is a Pandora’s box out of 
which has swarmed a brood of evils—a 
‘brood that is constantly multiplying and 
growing. The most prominent among 
these evils we find fraud, corruption, 
brutality, butchery and a high-handed 
violation of the law. This net-work 
seems to be spread over the whole siate. 

The announcement that the lease of 
misdemeanor convicts to private parties 
is illegal and has no warrant in law, 
shows to what depths of demoraliza- 
tion the lease system tends. To lease 
a misdemeanor convict to private parties 
is a direct violation of the law, and yet 
this illegal traffie is carried on so ex- 
ittensively that the governor of the state 
has found it necessary to have the camps 
of leased misdemeanor convicts jn- 
spected. 

When the plain letter of the law is 
thus violated by the very men who have 
been selected to uphold it—the county 
solicitors and other cfficials—it is small 
cause for woncer that the criminal 
classes have a growing contempt for the 
courts and their processes. The report 
of Colonel Byrd is disgraceful enough, 
but a much fouler taint is added when 
the public knows that all those horri- 
bly inhuman conditions are based on a 
plain and direct violation of the law. 

The officials who thus traffic in hu- 
man misery are themselves guilty of a 
more serious crime than any of the con- 
vicets who are serving out misdemean- 
ors. These officials are guilty of strik- 
ing a most disastrous blow against the 
good name of the state. <A very pretty 
story isthattold by a statehouse official 
in regard to a negro who was convicted 
and privately sold by a county solicitor 
for $100. When it was discovered that 
the man was innocent, the judge and 
jury signed a petition for his release; 
but the county solicitor refused to sign 
it because he had received $100 for the 
hire of the man. 

Here it will be seen that the lease 
Bystem has not only led to a flagrant 
Violation of the law, but to active cor- 
ruption; and it, may be safely said that 
the good people of the state will never 
have an opportunity of discovering all 
the facts in regard to this wholesale vio- 
lation of the law—this fraudulent traf- 
fic in human -misery. 
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] pull” will cause the facts to be suppresszed, 


and the complacent grand juries (as 
Colonel Byrd's report has shown) will 
refuse to find ifdictments. 


It is idle to boast of our civilization ’ 


and progress when officers of the law 
connive at a direct and flagrant viola- 
tion of the law for the purpose of taf- 
ficking in human misery. And it is 
hinted from the statehouse that not only 
the county officers but some of the mem- 
bers of the legislature are engaged in 
taking the foul profits of cruelty and 
brutality. 

There is but one thing to do, and that 
is for the legislature to take held of 
this matter actively at the next meet- 
ing and provide the remedy. The en- 
lightened public sentiment of the state 
will not tolerate such a foul blot on the 
good name of Georgia. 
ahead for the man who, representing 
the righteous indignation of the people, 
shall lead the fight for a new system 
which will put an end to the traffic in 
humen misery and the corruption that 
dances attendance on it. 

And the discussion ought to be the 
means of bringing about a wholesome 
change in the inequalities of the law— 
changes that will make fo® justice and 
humanity. A negro who steals a chick- 
eh is promptly punished. A county of- 
ficial who attacks the law itself and 
tramples on it, to the end that he may 
pocket the proceeds of corruption and 
cruelty, goes scot free. Grand juries 
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wink at the fraud and the brutality that 
ensue, and the good name and moral wel- 
fare of the state are dragged in the mire 
at the heels of petty greed and avarice. 
All this must be changed and that rad- 
ically. Let the legislature go to the root 
of the business.

She is even 
more concerned about, retaining tne Phil- 
ippines than she is about retaining Cu- 
ba: for the Philippines are three times 
larger in extent than the latter island, 
while their resources are equally as ¢i- 
-versified. If she has to give up either 
struggle, therefore, she will abandon 
her western in preference to her eastern 
possessions. Much depends mpen the 
developmnts of the next few months, 
but from present indications Spain is in 
flanger of losing both.

One of the Old-Timers. 

Every now and then some interesting 
story comes to the surface in proof of 
the strong attachment which formerly 
existed between master and slave dur- 
ing the feudal days of the old south. 

The latest development in this direc- 
tion makes its appearance in The Van- 
couver World, a semi-weekly newspa- 


per published in British Columbia. To 
quote the story in substance it seems 
that a gray-headed old Georgia negro 


by the name cf St. John Atherton re- 
cently struck it rich in the Klondike 
mining region, acquiring the snug sum 
of $30,000 in the. short space of only 
three moiths, The old man claims to 
be a former resident of Atlanta, and 
may be well known to many. people in 
this city. He arrived at -.the mining 
camps during the latter part of May, and 
though his original object in going:to 
Alaska was not to dig gold, he soon 
caught the prevailing fever, and since 
that time has been industriously search- 
ing for the yellow metal. 

But the point of the story is this: On 
being asked what he intended to do with 
the fortthne which he had picked up at 
the mines, the old negro man, with tears 
in his eyes, informed the questioner that 
living down in Georgia was the caugh- 
ter of his “ole marster” in broken health 
and reduced circumstances. He <cde- 
clared that she was ‘“‘a born lady,’ if she 
did happen to be poor, and tha‘, if God 
spared his life, he was coming ack to 
Georgia in a few weeks to see if he 
ecouldn’t buy the old plantation hack 
again for young ‘“‘miss.”’ In speaking 
of this old negro man, the writer of 
the Klondike letter, who seems to be 
a Canadian, goes*on to say: “It’s the 
most peculiar circumstance I’ve met 
with since I’ve been up here. I belféve 
the old man means just what he suys.” 

This exhibition of fidelity o1 the part 
of the old negro is toucning in the ex- 


treme, but not uncommon. There is 
hardly a former — slave-holder in the 
south who cannot recall numerous in- 


stances of this kind, showing clearly 
that the relations formerly existing be- 
tween master and slave in ante-bellum 
days, instead of being characterized by 
tvranny, on the one hand, and craven 
submission on the other, w in reality 
marked by consideration and respect. In 
still further evidence of this fact it must 
be remembered that all over the south 
there are hundreds of old slaves living 
in the households of their former mas- 
ters, and that nothing could induce them 
to voluntarily sever the ties which were 
first woven in the days of slavery. 

Of course slavery «n American soil is 
forever dead, and there is no desire in 
the hearts of our people to revive it; but 
associated with the feudal system of 
the old south there ave Leautiful and sa- 
cred memories which can never perish, 
and from the wealth of these memories 
looms: the fidelity of the old plantation 
negro. 
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Reflections on the Situation. 

While the gold organs are shouting 
themselves hoarse over dollar wheat, it 
is perhaps well to call their attention to 
some considerations that will presently 
become important. In the first place, 
it is well to remember that the increase 
has been so sudden as to daze even the 
speculators, so that if is open to doubt 
whether all the effects will: be ‘whole- 
scme. 

We rejoice ih the increage so far 4s its 
effects on the farmers are concerned, 
but we question very much whether the 
effects will be as healthful or even as 
profitable as they would have been un- 
der a gradual rise in price, a rise steady 
enough to improve the condition of the 
farmers and yet slow enough to permit 
all interests to adjust themselves to the 
new demands to be made on their re- 
sources, 

Our meaning will be clear if the read- 
er will bear in mind that it is no light 
thing in this countr®, at this time, to 
have the price of a prime article of food 
supply doubled in a night, as it were, 
and without compensating conditions.

on their sensational stroke of good for- 
tune, we must likewise have*an eye to 
the necessities of a very large class of 
our population, namely, the working- 
men and women, the wage-earners of 
the country. : 

No refiection is needed to perceive 
that the sudden doubling of the price 
of wheat must necessarily result in a 
‘similar increase in the price of flour 
and bread. The difficulty is that the 


-wage-earners of the country are in no 


condition now than they were 
when wheat was selling for 60 cents 
instead of $1.10 a bushel. There has 
been no increase in their wages and 
there is not likely to be any increase 
large enough to compensate them for 
the increased tolls they must pay for 
their bread. 

Looking at the situation from this 
point of view, it is impossible to resist a 
feeling of contempt for those gold or- 
gans which, forgetting that they are 
open advocates of low prices, are now 
gloating over the fact that wheat has 
doubled in price without any compensa- 
tion whatever to the most dependent 
class of our*population. 

If there are those who would twit us 
by saying that The Constitution has all 
along favored a rise of prices, we reply 
that The Constitution has been, and is 
now in favor of-raising prices by gradu- 
al but substantial additions to our vol- 
ume of money. This would mean not 
only a gradual increase in the price <of 
the products of labor, but in the wage 
rate. And it would mean a permanent 
state of affairs. Whereas, as matters 
now stand, the goad fortune« of the 
wheat’ growers must necessarily prove 
embarrassing to those workers who will 
get no increase of - wages. Moreover, 
there is every probability—almost a cer- 
tainty—that the present high price of 
wheat will stimulate the world with in- 
creasing its wheat acreage next sea- 
son, the result of which, even with av- 
erage crops, Will be to send the price 
back to the lowest notch it has ever 
reached. 

In short, we cannot depend on short 
foreign crops for the prosperity of our 
farmers. The democratic policy of cur- 
rency reform stands for permanent pros- 
perity to all classes. The republican 
plan, whatever it may be, cannot pro- 
vide for a suecession of short crops 
abroad and good créps at home. Even 
the glorious gold st@pdard cannot prom- 
ise that. We say,"@herefore, that we 
are depending on a rotten crutch if 
we are to find prosperity only in the 
misfortunes of foreign wheat growers. 

Meanwhile, the people of this country 


better 
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are certainly entitled to any and -all 
benefits that may be derived from the 
rise in wheat. And, though the rise. 


is not permanent, and has not, up to this 
moment, added a dollar of foreigyg gold 


years, and that the present language 
has been spoken, in its essential char- 
acteristics, during all that time, it may 
properly be assumed that the Chinese 
language will remain in use for some.

Likewise, but little 
hope can be entertained of the German 
and: Italian languages, as neither Ger- 
many nor Italy have been successful in 
planting colonies or in extending their 
influence over the globe. Evidently, 


therefore, thé prediction above cited 
is not without some measure of prob- 
ability.

While this prediction may not be veri- 
fied in exact detail, there is every rea- 
son to believe that at some time in the 
near future it will be substantially ful- 
filled. This is evident from the fact 
that the powers behind these different 
languages are gradually extending their 
influence over the entire earth. Great 
Britain has virtually subdued the con- 
tinent of Africa and carried the music 
of the English tongue to the utmost 
extremity of the continent. In the 
western hemisphere the language of 
Shakespeare is already supreme, and 
its sphere of influence is constantly ex- 
tending. While Spanish is the lan- 
guage of South America, there are few 
residents of that portion of the hemi- 
sphere who are not familiar in some 
measure with the English tongue, To 
Say that nearly 200,000,000 people speak 
the English tongue is to employ figures 
which can easily be substantiated. 

As to the Russian language, its sphere 
of influence is extending over Siberia 
and the entire northern part of Asia. 
In the course of time it. may supercede 
to a large extent, the German, Spanish, 
Italian and Turkish languages on the 
European continent; but whether or not 
this result will be accomplished within 
the next three hundred years remains 
to be seen. When the trans-Siberian 
railway is completed in 1900 Russia wil! 
be able to transport her army from 
St. Petersburg to the Pacific ocean over 
a distance of 7,000 miles in the short 
space of only a few days. In view of 
the immense naval preparations which 
Russia is also making, it is safe to 
estimate that the influence of the Rus- 
sion government during the next cen- 
tury will be something enormous, and 
that, as a corollary to this proposition, 
the Russian language will be widely 
spoken throughout~Europe and Asia. 

In regard to the Chinese language, 
few people realize that 450,000,000 peo- 
ple, or more than one-third of the pop- 
ulation of the globe, speak it exclusive- 
ly. In consideration of the fact that 
China has existed as a separate and 
distinct nation for more than 4,000

of detecting actual death. The ‘money was 
awarded for the simple suggestion that a 
string should be tied tightiy around the 
little finger of the supposed corpse. If 
dead there would be no discoloration, but 


if not dead the finger would gradually turn 


black. Though such a high price was paid 
for the suggestion, it dees not appear to 
have come into’common use. The doctors, 
as a rule, detect death today in pretty 
much the same manner as Was employed 
fifty vears ago. They candidly concede 
that no test is infallible, but the number 


of premature burials is so trifling as scarce- 


ly to be accounted in the vital statistics. 
The trouble is that 4 single authenticated 
case sets the minds of people actively to 
| work. It is so unutterably horrible to 
| think of a victim’s hopeless struggles in 
the narrow confines of a coffin under 
ground that it causes the imagination to 
pinay all sorts of ghastly tricks. The vic- 


tims rapidly multiply, until one thinks with 
a shudder he may be the next. This dread 
has undoubtedly driven some to provide in 
their wills tor incineration. They conclude 
that it will be safer, if alive, to be killed 
than to linger in the agonies 
of a livins But the horrors are not 
as depicted by the fancy. If ten men were 
put in the ground in an unconscious state, 
nine would die without: pain or wa return to 
coysciousness, and the sufferings of the 
tenth would probably be slight. If wars 
and fever epidemics. be eliminated, it is 
doubtful if ten persons have been buried 
alive accidentally in the United St:utes dur- 


tomb.

The Decatur murder 
case gave it local interest and the case of 
this child again brings the problem to-at- 
aoe eases of innate depravity are of 
great interest from many points of view. 
The student of nervous diseases and ab- 
nomalities is keenly alive to the problem 
ed as a scientific question, the so- 
clologists see in them.a problem that is 
as vet unanswered, for, as your editorial 
shows. they are not cases for punishment 
in the ordinary sense of the word; philan- 
thropists are equally at Sea as to what 
should be done with them, and to the gen- 
eral mass of citizens they constitute a con- 
stant menace. Beyond question such fanat- 
ics as Wilkes Booth or Guiteau in our 
country, and perhaps a number of anarch- 
iets in other rountries, are in a strict sense 
insane—that is, they do not think or reason 
as does the normag man. and under oul 
present laws we are forced either to liber- 
ate these degenerates and expose society to 
danger or gxecute persons who. judged by 
the seandaiel applied to norma! men, cannot 
be considered as responsible for their acts. 
To them the immediate gratification of 
some wish or the carrying out of some 
“ruling idea’’ is more important than 4any- 
thing else. and it fs impossible to convince 
them to the contrary. Owing to the unus- 
ual mode of reasoning adopted by them, 
the arguments that move ordinary men 
have no weight, and so far from seeing that 
what has been done is a crime, they con- 
sider if a meritorious action. 

Given a mind with a tendency of this 
sort, and the ordinary methods of the law 
will merely produce a finished eriminal. 
Thrown, as was this child, at an early age 
with hardened offenders, a sufferer of this 
kind learns to consider crime as a game of 
skill between himself and the officers. and 
his ambition is fired by the stories told him 
He learns the “tricks 
of the trade’ and lacking any~-moral ba!l- 
anee, considers capture and tmprisonment 
as penalties for awkwardness and experi- 
ences to teach him to be more careful next 
time, 

What to do with such cases is one of tBe 
gravest questions in our jurisprudence, and 
one that is far from an answer. If the past 
teaches anything, it is that imprisonmen* 
is mot the best treatment.

American technical schoo! established.

Near the close of the first quarter of the 
present century was established the first 
technical school in America which was in- 
dependent of government aid. Now there 
are some three hundred and fifty schoois 
including courses in colieges and univers:- 
ties. It was in 1824 that Stephen Van 
Rensselaer established a scientific school 
at Troy, New York, called the Rensselaer 
school, which had no dead or foreign lan- 
guage in its three years’ course of instruc- 
tion, but whose studies were chiefly those 
of geology, zoology, chemistry, mineralogy, 
botany and mathematics, It was without 
endowmeni, except that Mr. Van Rensse- 
laer made himself personally .responsible 
for the expenses. Now many millions are 
invested in technical instructjon. In 1825 
there were twenty-five students registered 
in the first Rensselaer catalogue, while 
now there are over twenty thousand stu- 
dents in the various scientific anil techni- 
cal schools of the country. In 1826 the 
Rensselaer school graduated ‘nine men with 
the degree of bachelor of science, B. 8. (r.

DEATH OF A NEWSPAPER MAN 


J. Carroll Johnson, from Rochester, 
Died at St. Joseph’s 


HAD NO FRIENDS IN ATLANTA

Newspaper Men Here Cared for Him. 
His Death Was Sudden and 
| Unexpected. 


J. Carroll Johnson, a well-known news- 

paper man who came to Atlanta several 
months ago for the benefit of his health, 
died at St. Joseph's infirmnry last Tues- 
day after a lingering iliness with consump- 
tion. “ 
He came to Atlanta from Rochester, N. 
Y.. several months ago. He was a con- 
sumptive and sought this climate with the 
hope that it Would benefit him. Soon after 
arriving here he was forced to take to his 
bed and since that time the newspaper 
men of Atlanta have looked after him. 

He was carried to St. Joseph's infirmary 
and placed in the care of the sisters. For a 
while he did well and lately had been 
better than before. 

His death was rather sudden and though 
itseemed that he could never get well, his 
death was not expected at that time. Last 
Tuesday just before time for him to eat 
dinner he became suddenly, worse and 
despite the heroic efforts made to revive 
him he gradually sank until death re- 
lieved’ his pain. 

His body was carried to the undertaking 
parlors of John F. Barclay & Co. and 
Prepared for burial. 

The death of this man was peculiarly 
Sad. He came to Atlanta without a friend 
and until he made the facts known to 
a newspaper man he was perfectly friend- 
less. He had no family and no one Knew 
of his relatives. 

At one time he was a prominent news- 
Paper man, having been connected with 
Several newspapers in different parts of 
the country. It is said that when his 
health was good he was a writer of no 
Mean ability and had an exeellent reputa- 
tion. 

His gister in Penusylvania was made 
aware of his death and communicated 
with those here who were interested in 
him.

Intensely Military. 


STRICT RULES ARE TO COME 


EE ee ee 


Present Regime Will Be Notable in 
This Line. 


BAILY DRILLS MAY B= CALLED SOON 


Hereafter the Members of the Force 
Will Be Made To Comply with 
Regular Tactics. 


“Attention!” will soon be the command 
of the officers of the police force. 

In a few weeks the regular drills by the 
police department will be taken up. Dur- 
ing the past summer months they were 
pest apa but the men will again ‘‘fall 
mad 

It has been only within. the last 
that attention has been paid to the mili- 
tary discipline in the department, but 
since Major W. J. Kendrick has been one 
of the commissioners the force has been 
a rival of the local volunteer troops. 

Heretofore the patrolmen would pass 
their superiors and only bow their heads, 
Quite different now. It is the real salute 
of a soldier to his captain. 

The officers returm this salute instead of 
bowing and speaking, as has been the cus- 
tom. The commissioners have even fallen 
into these tactics. Chairman English and 
Councilman Brotherton always return a 
salute with the perfection of a general. 

Commands are given at the department 
The different watches are formed into com- 
panies, with the sergeant in charge. The 
regular ‘‘fall in’’ is heard every day at 
4 and 12 o'clock. They are called to at- 
tention and stand in a perfect line while 
the roll call is called and the instructions 
and motices are read out to them. Captain 
Bonnell or Sergeant Brazelton reports to 
Captain of the watches and the 
Geants take charge of their watches. 

A supply of matches are given the men, 
and an inspection made of the articles 
they are required to carry. The compan- 
les form in two ranks amd with their backs 
to each other, their pistols are examined. 
They close ranks and in files of two march 
Out, ¢ 
In the future Fach company will be giv- 
en one day in ¥the armory learning the 
field movements’ under an instructor. With 
their winchester rifles they will go through 
the manual of arms. The board of com- 
missioners appointed Mr. Patrick Camp- 
bell, who its an efficient! soldier, to instruct 
the patrolmen in the use of ‘heir arms, 
He has succeeded in making good soldiers 
out of the men, and they march with the 
perfection of regulars. On going to and 
from the watches the men are formed ia 
line and marched to the station. 

The patrolmen have just ‘inished their 
shoot on the rifle range, where they sur- 
prised everybody with their wonderful 
work. Colonel Obear, who was at the 
time rifle inspector, congratulated ihe men 
on their marksmanship. Once a year these 
teams from the police department will go 
om the Lakewood range and try their skill 
at the targets, both with the rifle and 
with pistols. 

“We generally 
a few weeks prior to special 
when we appear, but I expect to 
the regular drills soon,’’ said Chief Man- 
ly. “Just before Memorial day and the 
parade of the city agepartments the patrol- 
men are put through the manual, but I 
am in favor of Keeping them in good trim 
and ready at a mimute’s notice to appear 
in a body and make a creditable showing.’’ 

Commissioner Kendrick says the patrol- 
men ought to give as much time as they 
can possibly spare to the study of military 
tactics. “The more they practice, the bet- 
ter it is for them and the more they are 
appreciated when they make their appear- 
ance in a parade,” he says.

His election by the board of commission- 
ers was received with the applause of the 
entire department, and yesterday morning 
at 10 o’clock there was a special call meet- 
ing of the Police Relief Association, and at 


this meeting another office was thrust on 
Chief Manly. : 

The position of treasurer is the most im- 
portant in the association. It is the duty 
of this officer to manage the finances and 
to give checks at his own discretion. 
The late chief, Arthur B. Connolly, was 
the treasurer of the association, and his 
death left the position vacant. The mect- 
ing yesterday was called for the express 
purpose of electing a new man for the 


place. 

The meeting was called to 
upon the resignation of Chief Manly, who 
has been the president of the association 
fer several years. Captain Jennings 
placed in nomination Sergeant Osborn. 
Sergeant Osborn returned the comp.iment 
by nominating Captain’ Jennings. Both men 
made short speeches recommending the 
other. When the vote was taken Captain 
Jennings was elected by a small majority. 
Both officers are popular with the patrol- 
men. and the election was close and of 
the friendliest nature. 

Chief Manly was nominated for the posi- 
tion of treasurer. He was given the unan- 
imous standing vote of the association. 
Captain Manly thanked the men _ for the 
honor and promised totry and Bold his 
position with credit and with proper judg- 
ment for the benefit of the members. 

This relief association has been running 
for over eight years and has several thou- 
sand dollars in the treasury. It is for the 
relief of the officers and patrolmen in 
case of sickness or death in the family. 
Each patrolman who joins the association, 
which is his pleasure, is assessed so much 
per month. This is placed in the hands of 
the treasurer. 

If an officer or patrolman is sick .and 
unable to go on duty he is paid $5 a week 
during his illness. If a minor child dies 
$25 is paid the father for the funeral ben- 
efit. At the death of a member of the asso- 
ciation $1,000 is paid his family. The other 
members of the association are assessed 
$2.50 additional in this instance. 

Another benefit of the organization is, 
if a member needs money before his sal- 
ary is due the treasurer has the power to 
give him a check until he receives his 


order, and 


| Salary, when it is paid back into the fund. 


No interest is charged on this loan. 

The family of Chief Connolly will receive 
$1,000 from the relief association. 

When the association was first organized 
at the death of a metber only $200 was 
paid, but it has grown so of late years that 
the present sum is presented to his wife. 
Over $30,000 has been paid out by the or- 
ganization to the sick members and to 
the families of deceased patrolmen and 
officers. At a patrolman's death his family 
receives the same amount that Chief Con- 
nolly’s will. 

At present there are 130 members. It has 
gradually grown since it was first organiz- 
ed. Nearly al: of the police are members. 
It is not compulsory, and a member is in- 
itiated only at his request. 

The amount pa‘ out for deaths up to 
date are: Patrolman Miller, $200; Patrol- 
man Cooper, $200; Patrolman Albert, $1,000;

TWO BULLETS WERE 
FIRED AT BORDA 


Uruguayan President Assassinated as He 
Was Leaving Church. 


SECOND SHOT KILLED HIM 


Troops, in Forcing the Crowd Back, 
Wounded and Killed Many. 


THE ASSASSIN WAS AN ARMY OFFICER 


Anedondo Declares He Had No Ac- 
complices and Is Willing To 
Stand the Consequences.

Ayres, gives these details of the assas- 
sination of President Idarte Borda: 

Monteviedo was in gala attire in celebra- 
tion of the independence of Uruguay, which 
was proclaimed on August 25, 1825. The 
day, .according to the programme which 
had been mapped ‘out, was one replete 
with festivities and feasts, of the official 
ceremonies, the singing of the te deum 
was the most impressive. 

President Borda had gone to the cathe- 
dral, attended by a military escort, the 
members of his cabinet and diplomatic 
represéntatives from other countries. 

His party started to leave the cathedral 
about fifteen minutes after 3 o’clock. Hun- 
dreds had gathered in front of the cathe- 
dral and the president was well received 
as he passed out of the door. He had 
walked only a few steps when Arredon- 
do stepped forward out of the crowd and 
Before any one could stop 
him he had fired two shots at the presi- 
dent. 

The first bullet went wild, but the sec- 
ond struck President Borda in the left 
breast. He fell back into the arms of 
Bishop Soler and sank to the ground. 

For an instant there was an ewful si- 
lence, then a frightful uproar. The crowd 
poured forward with cries and shouts and 
while Arredondo was seized by several! sol- 
diers, the other troops were thrown into 
line to keep the erowd from tramping 
upon the prostrate body of the president. 

Sharp cries for ‘‘order’’ from the officers 
were unheeded as the crowd continued 
to push and struggle, the officers irmmpelled 
by the bellef that the lives of the other 
Officials were in danger, gave the order 
to force the crowd back... The soidiers at- 
tacked the crowd with bayonets and final- 
ly drove it back, after many had been 
wounded and several killed» The president, 
still breathing feebly, was then removed 
under military guard to the city palace, 
where he died in a few minutes. The 
body was then wrapped in the flag of 
Wruguay and then removed to his late 
home. 

When shot down the president was on 
his way to review a body of troups, which 
would have closed the exercises of the 
day proper. Great excitement was caus- 
ed. all over the city by the assassination. 
The assassin is aAvelino Arredondo, an 
officer of the Uruguayan army. He is a 
Uruguayan and only twenty-seven years 
old. Now that Uruguay’s chief is dead, 
he is calm and declares that he is content 
with his action. 

Arredondo, who is now'in prison under 
close guard, declares that his crime was 
not inspired by anything more than «a 
personal hatred for the president. He 
had, he said, no‘accomplice and is willing 
to take upon himself all the consequences 
of the deed, 

Jose Cuestas, president of the senate, 
was nominated for president ad interim by 
the chamber of deputies. ,.He immediately 
dismissed all members of the cabinet ex- 
cept General Luise Perez, who will con- 
tinue at the head of the war d2partment. 

Monteve:do, August 26.—As the ministry 
ceases to nold ofiice on the death of the 
president, Senor Cuestas, presilent of tne 
Uruguayun senate, who assumed ihe pres- 
idency of the republic ad interim, has ap- 
pointed General Ferez to be mun.ster of 
war.

REIGN OF TERROR HAD EXISTED. 


Been Cashiered by Borda. 

Washington, August 26.—The last mail 
advices received here from Uruguay show- 
ed that a reign of terror existed. 

Three licutenants, six majors, ten cap- 
tains end many lesser officers had been 
eashiered ‘‘for complicity in the revolu- 
tlonary movement.” 

Generals Vasques and Tajes, in command 
of the southern frontier, had resigned. The 
Montevideo papers, in referring to the mil- 
itary dismissals and resignations, estates 
that the government censorship prevented 
the significance of these acts from being 
known. 

Two chiefs of the department of engl- 
neers Were under arrest and several pro- 
fessors of the government university had 
been disnissed for commenting approving- 
ly on th2 former attempt to assassinate 
President Borda. “The following appears 
in The Montevideo Times: 

“Thursday being the saints day of the 
republic, Colonel uvenne, the-officer who 
intervened in the attempt made on the 
president’s fife by the student, Revecca, 
made President Borda a present of an oil 
painting faithfully depicting the moment- 
ous event, This is said to be very realis- 
istic, even to the spots of rust on the bar- 
rel of the revolver. It is not known yet 
whether the president will preserve the 
picture as a family momento. or send it to 
the national museum for the edification of 
the public and of future generations.” 

The announcement was made that the 
archbishop had ordered spectal prayers 
for peace to be said in all of the churches. 
It was at one of these services that the as- 
sassination yesterday occurred. 

A secret decree of the government 
vented any news comment on military or 
political affairs, except such as given ou‘ 
officially, The last of thse official news items 
stated that the government troops had de- 
feated 600 insurgents under Saravia, leav- 
ing fourteen insurgents killed and many 
wounded.

stated also that another 
body of insurgent troops had been driven 
into a river, leaving several dead behind. 
The other insurgent forces were reported 
to be driven into Brazil. 

The Red Cross was rendering effective 
relief service for the government troops.

GROP BULLETIN OUT. 


Conditions Are Not So Favorable in 
the South—What It Says. 

The crop bulletin sent out for the last 
week by the department of agriculture is 
rather unfavorable. . 

The report shows that cotton has suffered 
in nearly all of the states. The report 
says: : 

“The weather condition during the week 
in the states of the central valleys, lake 
region, New England and over the greater 
part of the gulf and south Atlantic states 
have been very unfavorable to crops, more 
particularly the important stap.es—corn 
and cotton. The week has been marked by 
exceptionally low temperatures over the 
greater part of the country east of the 
Zocky mountains, with light frosts in wT 
lake region and upper Mississippi valley. 
Drought continues over portions of the 
Virginias, North Carolina, Tennessee, Mis- 
souri and southwestern T: Xas, and is begin- 
ning to be felt in portions of NebrasKa, 
fowa, Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, while ex- 
cessive rains have caused damage along 
the gulf and south Atlantic coasts, On 
the Pacific coast and in the Rocky moun- 
tain region the week has been generally 
favorable. although unusually warm in 
Oregon and Washington. 

“Tha condition of corn in Kansas has 
improved; in Nebraska it is maturing nice- 
lv: in South Dakota it is filling well, but, 

is generally throughout the central val- 
leys, it needs warmer weather to hasten 
maturity before frost. In lowa, Indiana, 
Illinais and Ohio the ero}, besides suffer- 
-ing the effects of abnormally cold weather, 
is generally needing rain. 

“General rains have impsoved cotton in 
Texas. except over portions of the south- 
western part of the state, where drought 
continues. Cotton also needs rain in Mis- 
souri and portions of Tennessee and Nortna 
Carolina, but over the greater part of the 
eastern and central sections of the cotton 
belt the crop has been seriously injured by 
excessive rains, and complaints of rust 
and shedding are quite general, while re- 
ports of rotting and damage by worms are 
numerous. 

“Spring wheat harvest continues in north- 
ern Minnesota and in the Dakotas, but 
has been delayed by local rains, in North 
Dakota, where the crop has ripened very 
unevenly, and some of the overripe will be 
lost. ‘Harvesting has continued. under 
favorable conditions, in Oregon and Wash- 
ington; it is well advance d in Oregon and 
will be completed in Washington in abous 
ten days. 

“Tobaceo cutting continues ¢{n the more 
northerly tobacco ,sections. The _ crop in 
Kentucky will be short, but in Maryland, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio a good crop is 
promised, much. having already been 
housed. 

“Rut little plowing for fall seeding has 
been done in the states of central Missis- 
sipp! and lower Ohio and Missouri valleys, 
but favorable progress has been made in 
Texas. Oklahoma and Kansas, and gene- 
rally on the Atlantic cost, except in Vir- 
ginia.”’

Bull Clique Gave Another Turn to the 
Screws on September Wheat. 


DECEMBER ALSO ADVANCED 


Corn Very Active, Closing 1 to 1 1-2c 
Higher—Oats ang Provisions 
Also Closed Higher. 


Chicago, August 26.—Wheat eclipsed top- 
notch prices of the present bull campaign 
today, the September option reaching 103% 
and December 96c. After exceedingly wild 
fluctuations, September closed at 98%&c and 
December 93%¢, advances of 7%c and 3%%c, 
respectively. The flurry in September was 
but the result of another turn to the 
scews by the bull clique. The advance in 
December was caused by higher cables and 
crop news. Corn was very active and 
showed a 1@1%c advance at the close. Oats 
advanced about %c. and provisions 20c. 

The first fifteen minutes of the session in 
wheat was as bad a quarter of an hour for 
the shorts in wheat and corn as any in 
their recent most exasperating experience. 
The bull clique got back with compound 
force at the people who called margins on 
its brokers so heavily Monday. September 
wheat opened at from 98%@$1, or from 
1% to 34c higher than it closed yesterday, 
and mounted %c at a time until ten min- 
utes after the opening 1034c was bid, a 
price 6%c over the previous day's closing 
price. 

December, in the meantime, had reached 
9c, starting at fram &4%c to Yoc, which 
quotations were 13,@1%c higher than yes- 
terday’s close: For a few minutes the 
market hesitatea at those prices, and then 
a decline to 99c in September and 94%c in 
December occurred. The first hour and a 
half was devoid of sensational features, 
and the heavy trading at the commence- 
ment dwindled into a sputtering fire of fives 
and tens among the scalpers, during which 
September worked back to $1 and Decem- 
ber to %%ec. The probable, or at least pos- 
sible, removal of the French duty on grain, 
owing to the wholesale failure of the crop 
in France and elsewhere and the rye and 
barley shortages in various European coun- 
tries, and over all, the reflection that the 
bull cliqu@ could with equal ease put Sep- 
tember wheat to $1.25 a bushel, all settled 
in the minds of the traders. ‘This siarted 
an upward movement, and on heavy buying 
prices advanced to 1034gc for September and 
“6c for December. Minneapolis and Duluth 
received 196 cars, compared with 406 last 
week and 486 a year ago. The quantity in- 
spected out of store was 204,507 bushels. 
The Atlantic export clearings were again 
very heavy, being equal in wheat and flour 
to 725,000 bushels, 653,000 bushels of which 
were in the shape of wheat. Liverpool 
quotations were very irreguiar, ranging 
from 1%d to 2%d over the previous day's 
closing prices and resting with a nel ad- 
for the day of 2.to 2d.

CORN THE ATTRACTION. 


It Broke Loose from Wheat and Had 
a Boom of Its Own. 

New York, August 26.—The special at- 
traction in grain circles today was the 
corn market. The ring was -surrounded 
from start to finish by a large crowd of 
brokers, most of whom were bulls and had 
buying orders which ran the total day’s 
business up to 880,000 Dusnels. It. had been 
given out that corn was good for a big 
rise in the next few weeks and the invest- 
ment buying on this and other influences 
was a feature of the day. Many of the 
biggest operators are now interested in 
corn. Word came from Chicago that the 
corn ring there would not ho'd the crowd 
of traders who were trying to execute or- 
ders. The country is interested in the pre- 
dicted boom and bought freely today. 
When wheat sold off in the afternoon corn 
broke loose from its higher-priced com- 
panion and had a little bulge on its own 
hook. Crop news is unmistakably gloomy. 
The frost season is near at hand and from 
all accounts the grain is se far behind its 
average growth at this time of year that 
even with the most favorable wenther from 
now on it will enter the danger period: at 
a disadvantage.

Governor Elierbe Will Probably Grat- 
ify City of Charleston. 

Columbia, S. C., August 26.—(Special.)— 
Charleston’s metseeolitan police, the thing 
that has been more galling to the people of 
that city than martial law in 1865, will prob- 
ably be discontinued in a few days by Gov- 
ernor Ellerbe.

Everybody in Atlanta 
seemed to have bougft at the closing price, 
9614, Tuesday, and as it went up to 100 and 
103, tliey would close out with good profits. 

The speculating done in Atlanta was Of a 
very conservative nature, the speculators 
not taking more than they could hold, and 
then getting out with reasonable profits. In 
this way thousands of dollars were made 
in Atlanta yesterday. There were more 
smalb speculators in the market than per- 
haps fiave been in any speculation in At- 
lanta in years and nearly all of of them 
got out with good profits. 

On nearly every side one would stop you 
and tell of some wonderful trade that 
some fellow had made on a few dollars. 
One fortunate man, who was born under a 
whole constellation of lucky stars made 
$600 profit on an investment of $5. In an- 
Other case one of this same kind of lucky 
fellows. bought a half interest in a “‘call’’ 
for $2.50 profit to the seller and cleared 
something over $200 on the investment.

GERMANY’S NEW AMBASSADOR. 


Gentleman Accredited to United States 
Has Been Here Before. 
Berlin, August 26.—The North German 
Gazefte announces that Dr. von Helleben, 
the Prussian minister at Stutgart, Wurtem- 
burg, has been elected for the post of Ger- 
man ambassador to the United States, 
made vacant by the appointment of the late 
ambassador to the United States, Baron 
von Thielmann, to be secretary of the Im- 

perial treasury. 

Von Helleben, the new ambassador, is 
well and favorably known in the United 
States, having been German minister to 
this country from March 7, 18982, to Sep- 
tember 4, 1893, when the mission was raised 
to an embassy. He then gave way to Am- 
bassador Saurma Feltsch, who later be- 
came Germany’s representative at Constan- 
tinople.

The Decision in the Gate City Guard 
Case Is Slated. 


IT MAY END THE TROUBLE 


Company May Go Into a Social Organ- 
ization. 


} DECISION AWAITED WITH MUCH INTEREST 


It Means Much to All the Members 
of the Company and They 
Are Anxious. 


The troubles of the Gate City Guards, 
Which have been a source of contention 
between the active members and the old 
members of the company, may soon come 
to an end. 

Judge Beck, before whom the case was 
heard, now has it under consideration, and 
will deliver a decision within a day or two. 

The trouble first arose over the enlistment 


of a large number of the company into the. 


State’s militia. When it was proposed by 
the military authorities of the state that 
the separate military companies should be 
organized mto regiments, the Atlanta com- 
panies. were mustered into what now con- 
stitutes the Fifth regiment. 

The Gate City Guards being one of the 
best companies in Atlanta was required to 
join the regiment. A number of the mem- 
bers at that time objected and refused to 
enlist in the state’s service. It was some 
time before any part of the company would 
enter the regiment .Finally they were told 
that if they did not they could not be con- 
sidered as a military company, and would 
have to disband. 

The majority of the 
cided to enlist, which they did, under the 
tame of the Gate City Guard. Those mem- 
bers who did not enlist wanted to see the 
company organized into a social organiza- 
but this idea was never realized. 

Recently the old discussion was raised 
again and thé old members said they wint- 
ed the affairs of the company affanged, 
and did not want the enlisted company to 
have the sole use of the armory and other 
properties. No arrangemept could be ar- 
rived at and the old members prepared a 
bill in which they esked for a receiver for 
the company, to gettle up its affairs. 

To this bill the preseit company filed an 
answer, but before the hearing took piace 
they went to the attorneys of the petition- 
ers ard said they were willing to compro- 
mise the matter. This was agreed to, and 
it was thought that the question would be 
amicably settled. 

Refore this was accomplished, however, 
the petitioners broke faith with the com- 
pany and said they would go to court any- 
how. The case was argued before Judge 
Beck about two months ago. On Iast Sat- 
urday both sides sent briefs of the authori- 
ties upon which they relied to the judge, 
and he now hag them before him as a guide 
in making his decision. 

The property in dispute is a very valuable 
lot situated on Peachtree street, and has 
upon it a three-story building, which is 
used as an armory, and parts of it are 
rented so that it brings in a good ingome 
to the company. 

The military circles of the city are much 
stirred up over the coming decision, and its 
final outcome will be interesting. The pres- 
ent company is in a very prosperous condi- 
tion, and has made a good record in the 
Fifth regiment, and if the decision is ren- 
dered in favor of the old members it is 
said that the company will be turned into 
a social organization and cause the militia 
of the state to lose a good company,

ARE ON THE MARCH 


The Fall Days Are Fatal to the Makers 
of Mountain Dew. 


SIX BROUGHT IN IN ONE DAY 


Commissioner Colquitt Disposes of a 
Half Dozen Cases. 


ONE WAS A DEACON IN THE CHURCH 


Crisp Was Caught in the Act and Was 
Bound Over Quickly—Others 
Who Were Tried. 


Yesterday was a busy day with United 
States Commissioncr Colquitt. He began 
trying cases against the makers of block- 
ade whisky early in the morning, and until 
late in the afternoon was at his desk. 

In all six cases were before him, and the 
defendants were bound ever to the United 
States court in each instance. Some of 
them gave the bonds that were asked of 
them, and the others were sent to jail. The 
moonshiners were an unusually respectable 
looking crowd, and would not have been 
taken for what they were proved to be. 

William Mann was the first moonshiner 
brought before Judge Colquitt. The still 
which he is charged with operating is situ- 


ated in Newton county and was in the 
center of a large corn field. The imple- 
ments for making the beer and whisky 


were found in Mann’s house, which, in the 
opinion of Judge Colquitt, was enough to 


convict. Mann’s bond was fixed at $204, 
Which he succeeded in making. The pris- 
oner volunteered the information to the 


court that he is a deacon in a big church 

in Newton county, where a_ protracted 

meeting is at present being held, making it 

necessary for him to be at home tonight. 
These Pleaded Guilty. 

James W. McKinsey and J. F. Willlams, 
two white men from Meriwether county, 
were arraigned before the commissioner, 
the former for operating and the latter for 
owning a still. Both of the men pleaded 
guilty. Williams said that he had tried to 
run a government still, but could get no 
one to stand his ‘bond for him, and. he 
therefore rented the place to McKinsey. 
The bonds of both men were fixed at $200 
each, which they succeeded in making. 

Caught in the Act. 

I. B. Crisp and James Henry, both from 
Gwinnett county, were bound over to the 
United States court. Crisp went to jail in 
default of a one-hundred-dollar bond, and 
Henry succeeded in making a two-hundred- 
dollar bond, The arresting officers . said 
that they had heard of a still being near 
the houses of these tw.) men, and after 
searching a while, found it. Instead of 
destroying the still, the officerg decided to 
remain in hiding and capture the operators 
of it. After waiting all night, a»-man was 
seen coming over the hill with a bag 
meal on his shoulder. The officers let him 
get into the stillhouse and:then captured 
him. 

This man proved to be James’ Henry. 
The hiding places were again brought Into 
service, and in a few minutes the vigilance 
of the officers was rewarded. I. B. Crisp 
Was seen coming to the still carrying an 
ax on his shoulder. When within a few 
fect of the stillhouse he called to his com- 
panion, and receiving no answer, stopped, 
as if he intended going back to the house. 
The officers then swooped down upon him 
and succeeded in effecting a capture. Both 
of the men were brought to the city yester- 
day morning.

Not Yet Decided Whether the City Will 
Take Charge or Whether a Pri- 
vate Company Will Build.

Councilman J. G. Woodward is preparing 
to have his plan for a market over the 
raflroad tracks between Forsyth.and White- 
hall streets presented to the city council. 

He has communicated his ideas to Presi- 
dent Thomas, of the Nashville, Chattanoo- 
ga and St. Louig railroad, from whom he 
expects to get permission to build over the 
railroads. He has not heard from him yet, 
but a- reply will be received very soon. As 
soon as it is, if it is favorable, he will secure 
the right from the other roads owning prop- 
erty in this vicinity and°*then go to the 
city to push the matter to a reality. 

He has been quietly working on this plan 
for a market for some time and has receiv- 
ed the indorsement of some of the leading 
citizens of the city. He has not received 
any intimation as to which way the coun- 
be 


cil will act, but believes that it will 
favorable. , 

He proposes td have the railroad tracks 
bridged over between these streets on the 


same level with the bridges, and on this im- 
mense space to have the market placed. 
There will be plenty of room. to accommo- 
date a very targe marketing place,which will 
be-conducted in the same manner as in all 
other cities where there are public mar- 
kets. 

They say it is very accessible to all parts 
of the city as the car lines from every 
portion of Atlanta run along these streets 
and would pass in such proximity that it 
would be the most easily reached of any 
place. 5 
-The people have long been wanting such 
a place and the present is said ta-+be the 
most practical yet suggested. The railroads 
are expected to give-their aid willingly, as 
it will not inconvenience them to have the 
trains run under the market. 

Approaches will be arranged from the 
three streets—Forsyth, Broad and W hite- 
hall. The two former will be very acces- 
sible. as an entrance can be mnde from the 


present.bridges that will lead into where 
the stalls are located. 
At Whitehall a pedestrian way will be 


placed over the tracks from which the mar- 
ket can be entered. This will also serve for 
people to walk over and avoid the grade 
crossing of the railroad tracks. 

They say this will serve to the 
much débated question as to lowerfng the 
racks, A bridge will not then be necessary 
for the whole street, and vehicles that wish 
to avotd the trains can ver Forsyth or 
Broad street. The raised sidewalk will act 
the same as a bridge for all pedestrians. 

This is the plan as it has been laid out 
by the promoters and they think it one of 
the most feasible that has ever been at- 
tempted.
